Montreal, Sept. &8—Scientifie study 
of crime, with rational procedure in 
criminal triais, was the subject for dis- 
cussion before the American Institute 
of Criminal Law and Criminology here 
today in connection with the meet- 
ing of the American RBar Assoctation, 

Mr. Justice Carter, of the supreme 
court of illinois, presided and the ad- 
dress which he delivered, together 
with one by Mr. Merrifield Storey, of 
Massachusetts, get forth clearly tho 
aims and methods of the institute. 
Among the points brought out by the 
speakers were the absurdities attend- 
ing legal processes and language; the 
fact that a great deal of crime should 
be nipped in the bud and could be pre- 
vented by an efficient police force, 
backed up by healthy public opinion; 
also the necessity of treating prison- 
ers from the corrective rather than 
from the punitive standpoint 

Alluding to the treatment of law 
breakers, Judge Carter said: 

“Quite as important as changes in 
trial are changes in the case and 
treatment of prisoners after they are 
convicted and sentenced to some in- 
stitution for punishment. By the 
institution of the juvenile court and 
the parole system, much, however, 
had been done in the right direction. 

“We are aware that in every large 
city many criminals pander to the 
vices and weaknesses of men and wo- 
men and whose resorts are notoriously 
maintained in defiance of law,” said 
Merrifield Storey. 

Would Punish Landlords. 

“Why not punish the landlords who 
reap an income from _ vice, and 
through them drive the wretches who 
are engaged in criminal operations 
out of house and home”? With a pro-

adian Welfare League, is 
Now in City 


_ 


J. & Woodsworth, secretary of the 
Canadian Welfare League, is spending 
fn few days in the city on business con- 
ducted with the league, To a Bulle- 
tin reporter Mr, Woodsworth gave 
tome information with regard to the 
organization and the aims of the as- 
sociation which he represents. 

The Welfare League is a young in- 
stitution with Headquarters in Winni- 
per, where a provisonal committee is 
located. The intention is to make it 
a representative institution as quickly 
as may be. Fuller organization will 
take place at the time of the Con- 
vention of Charges and Correction, at 
which time a number of representa- 
tive Canadians will be gathered = in 
Winnipeg. 

Carrying-House For Information. 

The purpose of the league is, in 
the first instance, to provide a sort of 
carrying-house for information with 
regard to all forms of welfare work. 
Within recent years both in England 
and in the United States there have 
been very great developments along 
the lines of what has in th‘s country 
been known as social service work. 
Considerable interest is being shown 
in this subject throughout all parts 
of Canada, but at present no centre 
exists for reliable information. It is 
always necessary to send to the Unit- 
ed States, where frequently the con- 
ditions are not the same as those in 
the Dominion. It is hoped that 
through this central bureau the differ- 
ent provinces will be drawn more 
closely together, and the experience 
of each will be made more widely 
available 

To Repress Slums. 

Another department will be that of 
extension work, in which efforts will 
be made to arouse greater interest in 
the various communities fn focal so- 
cial problems, Frequently, for in- 


i stance, embryonic slums are permitted 


of the new parish of St. Leg arise through the ignorance of the 
{people in the community as to what 


conditions will be ultimately involved, 

With thé large number of European 
immigrants who are daily thronging 
into the Dominion, and with the phe- 
nomnal growth of city life in Canada, 
it is especially desirable that at this 
stage citizens should take an active 
interest in preventing the evils that 
are sure to follow neglect of any por- 
tion of the community. 

Technical School. 

Further it is in the line of the pro- 
moters of the league to establish some 
sore of technical school, in which c 
be given definite instruction to those 
entering upon community welfare work 
Such schools exist in the leading Am- 
erican cities. At the present time it 
is to these that Canadian workcss 
along these lines must look for their 
leaders, and, says Mr. Woodsworth, it 
is obvious that the time has now ar- 
rived when Canada ought to he able 
to afford training for her own leaders 
in social work. 

The league is anxious to ohiain 
representation by two or three cities 
of the West, and Mr, Woodsworth is 


here at the invitation of Mr. A. T 
Cushing, with the object of securing 
the co-operation of Edmonton in the 
work of the institution. 
Meets Business Men, 
Yesterday afternoon an informal 
moeting between Mr. Woodsworth and 


a number of prominent business men 
of the city took place, at which the 
objects and organization of the Wel- 
fare League were fully explained by 
Mr. Woodsworth, A provisional com- 
mittee was set up with the object of 
giving full consideration to the sub- 
ject, with power to appoint a larger 
committee, and to arrange for a meet- 
ing on Friday evening.

Albert Losher, a prospector from 
the north country is back in the cily 
after an extended exploration trip, 
which took him through the districts 
tapped by Clearwater River and the 
Lac la Plonge country. Like all men 
who have come down recently after 
prospecting trips, Mr. Mosher is very 
reticent, but he stated that he had 
come upon some very valuable ledges 
while away.

ST. ALBERT RAILWAY. 

The Edmonton Interurban Railway 
Co. are preparing to test their first 
car on the line from Calder to St. 
Albert this week. The car is of the 
rasoline electric type with accommo- 
dation for sixty passengers, besides a 
smoking compartment. It was built 
by the Drake Automatrice Co. of Chi- 
cago. If the result of the test is satis- 
factory the company will order two 
more similar cars besides freight 
tractors. The company proposes to 
establish connections with the St. Al- 
bert coal mine and the Long Lake 
brick yard, and will haul freight to 
and from St. Albert os well Until 
a connection with the city railway 
system has been established the com- 
pany will connect with the G.T.P. 
trnins at Calder, making six trips a 
day. 

After September 16th when the full 
equipment of three cars is on it iv 
expected that a 40 minute service will 
be given. The Calder terminus of 
the line is on the north side of the 
G.T.P. tracks, opposite Twenty-fourth 
street. The line crosses the St. Albert 
road half a mile north of the St. Jean 
school. The northern terminus is in 
St. Alberta village a few yards from 
the south end of the bridge. Car barns 
will be built at St. Albert. From the 
southern terminus of the line through 
Calder and to the city limits, the line 
follows street allowances From the 
city limits the company has purchased 
the right of way. In the St. Albert 
village the line follows street allow- 
ances. The length of line from the 
G.T.P. tracks to St, Albert is about 
six miles, It is laid with 60-pound 
rails. The road bed is 14 feet wide on 
top. A contract has been made with 
the G.T.P. for the delivery of gravel 
for ballast from Ferintosh, south of 
Camrose, 80 miles distant. 

At present there is no connection 
between the southern terminus of the 
Interurban line and the’ northern 
terminus of the city street railway 
system, The single track line on 24th 
street from Athabasca to Albany is 
heing replaced by a double track line 
from Athabasea to Alberta. It is 
expected that this extension will be 
completed by October. This will still 
leave a gap of about a mile between 
the city system at Alberta avenue and 
the Interurban line at Calder. Negoti- 
ations have been under way for some 
weeks, looking to the bridging of this 
fap, so that there may be rail con- 
sastion between Edmonton and 8t. 
Albert to the benefit of both. Up to 
date the negotiations have not result- 
ed in an agreement. Tne city has not 
included an eytension to Calder in its 
street railway program of this year 
and the company cannot extend their 
line within the city limits without the 
city’s consent. Recognizing the prin- 
ciple that the city must own its street 
railway within the efty limits, the 
company have offered to lay down a 
substantial temporary single track 
trom Calder to Alberta avenue, and 
operate from that point to St. Albert, 
subject to an agreement to take up 
this temporary track whenever the 
city decides to extend the permanent 
tracks of the street railway system to 
Calder. The city council considered 
the offer of the company and referred 
the matter to the public works com- 
mittee, with instructions to consider 
and act. In view of the desirability 
of getting quick and convenient com- 
munication established between the 
city and its subdivisions and suburbs 
at Calder—the G.T.P. shops—and as 
well to St. Albert, it is to be hoped 
that there will be no undue delay in 
coming to an arrangement that while 
it is fair both the city and company 
will bring into action a very desir- 
able extension of the travel and trafic 
facilities of the town and surrounding 
country.
